OF MEASLES 


Edmonton Had One Last Month, 
But It’s About Over 
Now 


MT7H. O. MAKES’ A “REPORT ~ 


Were 157 Cases of Infectious Dis- 
eases During the Month of 
June 


According to the monthly report 
of the civic department there bas been 
an epidemic of measles in the city 
during the month of June tere hav- 
ing been 125 cases reported to the de- 
partment, out of a total of 157 cases 
of infectious diseases. ‘The health 
authorities have suceeded in checking 
the spread of the disease to a great 
extent. . In this connection the 
port says, as follows: “There has been 
a marked decline in the number of 
cases during the month, except for 
measles, and a still further decline 
may be expected when the schools 
are closed. In spite of the vigil- 
ance that can be exercised there is 
little doubt that many cases of miec- 
tion come from unrecognized or in- 
treated cases at school, or from in- 
fection conveyed from homes where 
concealed This is 
pecially true of measles 

During the month twenty-nine cases 
were admitted to the isolation hos 
pital; 35 were discharged; leaving a 
remainder of 14 still under treatment. 
Of the smallpox cases, two have re- 
covered and will shortly be released. 
The third was 2 more serious case, 
but the patient is now out of dan- 
ger.

THE SMALL RANCHER’S 
POSITION 


To the Editor: ; 

There has been some effort made 
through the press to bring before the 
people of Alberta the serious question 
of the future beef supply. The arti- 
cles written and interviews published 
come irom the big’ Fanchers. “There 
should be some consideration shuwn 
to the small rancher. It is felt all over 
Alberta that the small rancher is. the 
one who suffers most from the pres- 
ent laws, that apply to the grazing 
of cattle. One of the first aims of the 
small rancher is to secure hay. © He 
may have premitted a hay section for 
five years and apply the following 
year only to find that some one else 
had applied the day before and for 
this year he has got to go without 
hay, which soon drives him out.of the 
cattle business. A yearly renewal of 
hay permits is not a safeguard to the 
rancher. A landlord, if he has  se- 
cured a good tenant, gives that tenant 
the preference. Not so with the De- 
partment of the Interior. hey prefer 
to change tenants every year. Then if 
the small rancher wishes to take out 
a yearly grazing lease on unoccupied 
school lands, the provincial govern- 
ment have headed him off there, and 
passed a law which amounts to this: 
Although the province can’t tax the 
Dominion government who are the 
owners of this Jand, we will tax the 
ranchers who venture to lease it to 
graze his cattle on. We will apply 
the Local Improvement ‘Tax of $8 on 
a quarter section and also the school 
tax must be made to apply so we can 
add an additional tax of $16 a quar- 
ter section. 

And P. Burns & Co. are kicking be- 
cause the government won't give them 
a twenty-one year lease at 2 cents an 


tenth part of the lease at one dollar 
an acre. If the small rancher could 
raise a howl as large in proportion to 
injustice done them as P. Burns & 
Co., the makers of the stock 
would follow Halley’s Comet.

FRENCH-CANADIANS AGAIN 

Mr. Editor: 

Sir:—Since the report of my address 
on Patriotic Sunday has given rise to 
so much discussion, kindly allow me 
space in your paper for a reply to 
some of the unjust comments made 
by my critics through the press. 

In the first place, the short account 
given was no report of my address. 
1 dwelt chiefly on the various peoples 
coming to Canada and on our duty 
to them. 

I merely made .a_ reference to 
French Canadians, and the dtial tan- 
guage, which was misinterpreted by 
the reporter. I was still more sur- 
prised at the interpretation given my 
remarks in an editorial the following 
day, I had expected something more 
conciliatory of the editor. 

[ have no antipathy to our French 
citizens. In fact, IT esteem and love 
them, and to say that I made an at- 
tack on them is false. 

The letter written by Mr. J «A. Gal- 
ibois in the Courier, and which ap- 
peared in two of our English papers, 
indulges chiefly in personal invectives, 
which not merely show discourtesy 
and unmanliness, but ignorance and 
weakness of argument. Let me al- 
lude first to some false statements in 
Mr. Galibois’ letter, before touching 
the vital issue. Mr Galibois said that 
iny audience was composed for the 
most part of children, That was 
false. There were more adults than 
children, and the children were not 
from the different denominations, as 
was stated, but from Erskine church 
only. And the inference’ that I was 
inculcating erorneous teachings in the 
minds of the youth, was radically 
wrong. I taught them to treat for- 
cigners and the colored people in a 
kind Christian manner, and [ cicsed, 
not as reported, but by saying that our 
great duty was to assimilate this great 
heterogeneous whole, and that the 
only way of doing so effectually, was 
by one national language and an open 
Bible.
